ROME, Oct. 5.—A grim warning 
to Britain that henceforth arms will 
speak for the axis powers instead of 
words was sounded today by Virginio 
Gay da, 
the

editor who often expresses Premier 
Mussolini’s views. 
The Italian journalist also reiter­ 
ated warnings to the United States 
to remain out of the war. 
Gayda’s warning came as virtually 
all important Italian c o m m e n t 


stressed the military aspects of yes­ 
terday’s Brenner Pass meeting be­ 
tween Chancellor Hitler and Pre­ 
mier Mussolini and at the same 
time emphasized that Germany and 
Italy alike are watching British 
maneuvers to gain a “new ally“. 
“The Brenner meeting.” Gayda 
wrote, “has concluded the new phase 
of meetings and talks. 
“Henceforth arms will speak fully 
and exclusively and the effects soon 
will be seen in a more intensive re­ 
sumption of military operations by 
the axis.”

The McGrath family was sleep­ 
ing on the second floor of the two 
and a half story brick dwelling 
when McGrath was awakened by 
smoke. 
Rushing downstairs after 
shouting to his family, he tried to 
battle flames which seared his pa- 
james from his body. 
A group of boys passing at the 
time summoned firemen, who broke 
into a second floor bedroom and 
found Donald on the floor. 
The 
child had suffocated, doctors said. 
Firemen found Mrs, McGrath pros­ 
trate in the bathroom. 
Damage from the fire was esti­ 
mated at $4,000. The blaze appar­ 
ently started In the living room, 
its cause undetermined. 


DENY PLANT PLANS 
AT PYMATUNING LAKE 


(International New* Service» 
PITTSBURGH, Oct. 15—A United 
States Navy gun plant may be built 
somewhere in the Pittsburgh district 
at a cost of $10,000,000 to $12,000,- 
000, it was learned today. 
Privately operated, the plant will 
be constructed and equipped at 
the Navy’s expense, the Pittsburgh 
Sun-Telegraph said. Verification of 
the fact that the Navy had surveyed 
the Pittsburgh area for the gun 
plant was given by Rear Admiral 
W. D. Furlong, chief of the bureau 
of ordnance, United States Navy. 
At the same time Admiral Fur­ 
long denied reports that the Navy 
had under consideration construc­ 
tion of an $8,000,000 torpedo plant 
at the south end of Pymatuning 
Lake, 
on 
the 
Pennsylvania-Ohio 
line 
north 
of 
Youngstowr 
and 
Sharon. 
“There is no such thing contem­ 
plated,” he said. 
The proposed gun plant would 
employ from 1,000 to 1,500 highly 
skilled machinists. 
The m atter now is in the hands 
of

three-m an 
board, 
to 
locate ordnance plants for the Navy, 
consisting of Capt. David F. Ducey, 
Capt. 
Theodore D. Ruddock 
and 
commander Hallett, 
according

Three plant locations have been 
surveyed in Allegheny county. The 
board has been studying plant sites 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,
